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CKLU Radio Revolution: Fundraising Begins

Some would be surprised to 
know that the little shack just outside 
of the Arts Building requires over 
$100,000 annually to operate. Very 
little of this goes to salaries, as pretty 
much everyone who works there is a 
volunteer. Of course, this refers to 
CKLU 96.7 FM, Sudbury's campus 
and community radio station. 

Providing alternative radio to 
Sudbury is an expensive endeavour. 
One that depends on the community 
for its survival. 

As is, students pay $10 each 
for the radio station. This amounts to 
approximately $30,000. 

Sponsorships and advertisements pro- 
videroughly$50,000inrevenue. This 
leaves over $20,000 in expenses, 
hence Fund the Revolution. 

The revolution implied here 
is revolutionary radio - alternative 
programming that far exceeds the 
creativity of mainstream radio. The 
goal is $11,000 over an eight day 
period, starting Friday October 16 
and ending Friday October 23. Here 
is a chance to help the community 
maintain a high-level of music and 
spoken-word programming, which 
would otherwise be impossible. 

There will be extra phone lines 
installed for the event, which means 
you could call in and donate money, 
or alternatively, stop by the station 
and donate directly. The phone num- 
bers have not yet been released, so 
tune into CKLU and watch for post- 
ers in the coming days. For each 
donation, you will receive something. 
Even a $10 donation will get you a 
friends of CKLU card, which is good 
fordiscounts at certain stores through- 
out Sudbury. 

CKLU is the only radio sta- 
tion with locally produced classical, 
jazz and heavy metal shows. The 
diversity of this radio station is fur- 
thered by the arts programming, spo- 
ken-word content, and fine mix of 
music programs. For example. Sigy 
Born gives us a comprehensive and 
well balanced diet of jazz every Tues- 
day and Friday with his program. 
Artistry in Jazz. Every Thursday 
from 6-7 p.m. is the chance to take an 
inside look at Sudbury 's magnificent 
arts scene with Jan-Carrie and Law- 
rence Steven Sunday evening you 
can join John Wozniak for a wild 
romp through music's underbelly on 
Late Night Headache. 

The chances are that if you 
can't find good radio programming 
in Sudbury, you haven't taken a look 



at the CKLU radio schedule. There is 
something for pretty much everyone. 
If you still can't find a program that 
you like, here is the really nifty thing: 
you can get your own show. 

There are still slots open for 
shows, both day and night. Cur- 
rently, there are about one hundred 
volunteers but more are needed. If 
you wish to contribute to your com- 
munity in an exciting and diverse 
way, while being able to contribute 
your opinions to Sudbury, what bet- 
ter way than the medium of radio? 
Few communities provide this op- 
portunity in such an open way. 

This isn't to say that you can 
walk in and get behind the controls 
immediately. There are certain steps 
that each person must go through in 
their training process; however, if 
you sit down with Ken, the volunteer 
director, he will make it as painless as 
possible. 

Here it may be interesting to 
note how CKLU became the station 
that it is today. "Laurentian Radio, 
formed in September of 1984, first 
operated a small closed circuit sys- 
tem from Room G7 in SSR. Seeking 
to expand, the decision to start a more 
ambitious form of broadcasting was 
made. The proposed plan was to 
broadcast someday on FM as an al- 
ternative to the type of programming 
available to the listeners of the Sud- 
bury area. It was to do so on cable FM 
through the local cable network at 
first, in order to establish a more 
concrete product that could later gain 
the approval of the CRTC. 

"In early 1 986, the SG A/ AGE 
proposed a referendum to increase 
association fees by $4 per student in 
order to fund the station's progress. 
The successful referendum allowed 
the acquisition of new equipment and 
the growth of the station on all fronts. 
The station was moved to AP- 1 , the 
current location. At this time, known 
as CFLR. the station went onto Cable 
FM in the late fall of that same year at 
106.7 MHz. In the spring of 1989, 
the levy was raised to $ 1 per student 
following another successful refer- 
endum. Beginning later that autumn, 
CKLU staff took on the sizable task 
of renovating the facilities in AP-1. 
"In November 1990. the On- 
tario corporation known as the Lau- 
rentian Student and Community Ra- 
dio Corporation was formed. This 
established the radio station as a dis- 
tinct legal entity. 

in June of 1993 CKLU was 
the first non-FM station in a smaller 
centre to host the National Campus 
Community Radio Conference. For 
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this they received an award from the 
National Campus/Community Radio 
Association and Standard Broadcast- 
ing Inc. for 'National Initiatives.' 

"In February of 1996, after a 
couple of years of hard work, the 
corporation applied to the CRTC for 
an FM license. The CRTC, in deci- 
sion 96-619, approved the applica- 
tion to broadcast 1 300 watts at 96.7 
MHz. During late September and 
early October the volunteers, staff, 
and directors voted to change the call 
letters from CFLR (which was al- 
ready being used by a radio station in 
Quebec) to CKLU. The signal is still 
being carried by Northern Cable (now 
free) at 106.7 MHz." 

The staff and volunteers at 
CKLU are hopeful that the station 
will eventually move out of AP-1 and 



into the university. Costs will de- 
crease for both the university and 
CKLU, not to mention that right now, 
it is almost impossible to move in the 
station without tripping over some- 
thing. There is no room. 

If the kind folks in the "Ivory 
Tower" want to give the radio station 
a kind Christmas gift while saving 
money, please move them into the 
university where heat expenses, to 
name one, will be slashed. It will also 
make the working environment much 
more comfortable. The current set- 
up is very limited in terms of work- 
space. I believe that the Governor's 
Lounge is larger, if that gives you 
some idea of the station's small size 
(or at the very least, how large the 
Governor's Lounge is). 

Can you imagine a Sudbury 



without CKLU? There would be no 
alternative radio, and that other 
(anonymously remained) radio sta- 
tion, in all their mundanity, would 
rule over us like kings, while we, the 
paupers, suffer at their wrath. We 
would be brutally forced to listen to 
Alanis Morisette ad nauseam while 
being bombarded by advertisements 
for Al's Corporate Ass Munch and 
sucking back our high-fat MacPig's 
rain-forest beef: all during a shoot- 
out with each other at the expense of 
a good laugh. 

Only you can stop the holo- 
caust. Fund the revolution and give 
yourself, as well as everyone else, the 
opportunity to listen to good radio.

With the backing of Elizabeth 
Carlyle, national chairperson of the 
Canadian Federation of Students, 
Laurentian University student organi- 
zations held a press conference on 
Wednesday September 30 to an- 
nounce their intention to participate 
in the upcoming CFS week of action 
from October 13 through the 16. 

According to Ms. Carlyle, the 
CFS week of action is intended to let 
the government know that "students 
are clearly very angry." In ten years, 
students in Ontariohave faced a 1 58% 
increase in tuition, have seen certain 
programs deregulated, and universi- 
ties are given the right, in those pro- 
grams, to charge whatever they feel 
justified in charging. 

However, student anger, she 
says, is not just about tuition and 
deregulation, but also about the move- 
ment, especially in Ontario, away 
from public education and toward 
private sector-for-profit education at 
all levels. 

The week will see many var- 
ied events taking place across the 
country, from Vancouver to St. John 
and every major city in between. 
Events will include pickets at offices 



of MP's and MPP's, rallies, demon- 
strations, marches, post card cam- 
paigns, occupations and sit-ins of 
government offices, teach-ins and 
workshops.

Philosophy's Donohue Receives 
LU Teaching Award

On Thursday, October 1, LU 
recognized Dr. Brian Donohue with 
its Teaching Excellence award. Dr. 
Donohue, who is a professor of Phi- 
losophy at the University of Sud- 
bury, gave a lecture entitled "The 
Age of Image" as part of the cer- 
emony. 

The event was well attended, 
estimated at fifty well-wishers. Also 
speaking at the ceremony were Dr. 
Brian Aitken, Student Brian Hickey, 
"Just-a-Dean" Dr. Bob Segsworth, 
VP Academic Dr. Geoffrey Tesson 
and President of the U of S, Jacques 
Monet. 

In his lecture, Dr. Donohue 
slammedjoumalistsasthe icon of the 
1 990s, or "The Age of Image". Jour- 



nalists joined bankers (the 80s 
Reaganomics), psychotherapists (the 
70s Me generation) and folksingers 
(the late 60s early 70s Age of 
Aquarius) as post-60's generational 
symbols par excellence. 

The list was intended to be 
increasingly critical, if not cynical. 
For the 90s is reserved the "defining 
feature"of "human capacity forfalse- 
hood," and, moreover, the "hijinx of 
the sophist is being replayed by jour- 
nalists." 

This unhappy state of affairs 
is attributable, according to Dr. 
Donohue, to the fact that "news has 
become a product to be consumed - 
and the demand far outweighs the 
supply." 

Jacques Monet said the award 
committee's selection confirmed 
what had been heard (through "infor- 



mal corridor comments") and seen 
(by the "lines of students outside his 
door") for years at the U of S. Brian 
Hickey said Dr. Donohue "implanted 
in me the meaning of philosophy... 
which is the love of wisdom." 

Dr. Aitken drew attention to 
Dr. Donohue 's efforts in Aaron 
Marsaw's successful quest to become 
LU's first (and only - for now) Rhodes 
Scholar. 

Dr. Donohue was praised for 
the exceptional quality of his teach- 
ing. He sets uncompromising stand- 
ards, instilling his own academic ex- 
cellence in his students. 

Dr. Donohue specializes in 
Business and Professional Ethics, 
Philosophy of Law, Ancient Greek 
and Moral Philosophy. He earned his 
Ph.D. at the University of Western 
Ontario.

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Don't BoycottLEAF Person's Day Breakfast 

It has come to our attention that the Laurentian University Faculty Associa- 
tion, the faculty union here on campus, has endorsed Dr. Lionel Rudd's call to 
boycott the LEAF Person's Day Breakfast, slated for October 16. LEAF is the 
Women's Legal Education and Action Fund. Although it is easy to agree with Dr. 
Rudd's assessment of Harris policy, it is not so easy to agree with his, and LUFA's, 
decision to boycott the Breakfast. Indeed, the boycott can only be considered 
counter-productive in the continuing struggle for genuine equality in Canadian 
society. 

The controversy has erupted over this year's Speaker. The organizing committee, co- 
chaired by Kim Fahner and Marisue James, invited Hilary Weston as this year's guest. Weston 
is Ontario's first female lieutenant-governor, appointed by Prime Minister Jean Chretien on the 
advice of Ontario Premier Mike Harris. Dr. Rudd is correct in his assessment that Weston 
represents "wealth and privelege" and that she "has little in common with the majority of people". 
It is also true that Weston has "signed into legislation certain acts of the legislature that have a 
far more negative impact on women than on men." 

This is her job, unpleasant as it may be. But Dr. Rudd dismisses the argument that the 
lieutenant-govemor has no real choice in signing legislation, by saying "I argue that if she was 
truly concerned about the issues of women and youth she would have informed herself 
accordingly and refused to go along with the legislation that is going to condemn women to 
poverty and subservience.". 

As Alfred Cobban once said, "This is a very plausible theory. We only experience 
difficulty when we begin to examine the facts." The fact is that there has been twenty-eight uses 
of the veto by the provincial lieutenant-governors in our history, none since 1914. Of the twenty- 
eight, Dr. Rand Dyck will tell you that twenty-seven of them were actually encouraged by the 
provincial government that drafted the disputed legislation. A lieutenant-governor also "has" the 
power to reserve legislation for federal approval. This has been attempted once since 1937. That 
attempt, according to Dr. Dyck, was "roundly condemned." All of this is because these 
institutional powers are seen to be inconsistent with true federalism. 

Notwithstanding the fact that a Weston veto would be highly unusual and unconventional, 
there remains to be considered the result of a boycott of the Breakfast. Dr. Rudd no longer 
believes that Sudbury LEAF can be an effective agent in the struggle. He is wrong. LEAF is the 
best-equipped organization to combat the regressive legislation which he finds so repugnant. 
LEAF depends on these fundraisers to continue its work on research and litigation on women's 
behalf. To boycott the Breakfast, is to boycott the work they do. Clearly, anyone who believes 
that the Courts will play a large role in determining the future relationship amongst Canadians 
- and to deny this in the post-Charter years is madness - 1 say, anyone with this belief, will not 
boycott the 1998 LEAF Person's Day Breakfast. 

On a final note, let us remember that no-one is paying to hear Hilary Weston's words of 
wisdom. They are there to help fund the very worthwhile work that this non-partisan organization 
conducts, not the least of which is its support, from Breakfast funds, of the Sudbury Book Project. 
The LEAF component of this venture aims to ensure young women and girls have access to 
educational material about women's issues. If knowledge is power, than Sudbury LEAF is still 
effective.

This column is based on questions or suggestions received by staff 
members of the Desmarais Library, either personally or on the "Compli- 
ments/Questions/Suggestions" form that may be filled out near the exit of 
the library. 

Question: I took the Lexis-Nexis workshop last year and I still 

have my signed Certificate of Participation. Do I have to retake the 
class this year in order to get my passwords? 

Reply: Yes-for two reasons. While the Amiable Librarian is a bit loathe 
to admit it, last year's class was designed to market the product in addition 
to teaching you the basics of how to use it. Remember that last year the 
library was able to sell passwords to students and the best way of motivating 
sales was to offer a sales pitch in the class. Something must have worked 
right because by year's end, Laurentian University had the highest number 
of student accounts of any university in the world. 

It turns out however, that in reaching this figure, Laurentian was 
not competing against American universities, since none of these were 
allowed to sell passwords to students. This year, that policy now applies 
in Canada. 

The end result is that the focus of the Lexis-Nexis workshop this 
year is not promotion of the product but an explanation of its use. The 
workshop assumes that anyone in it will want to use Lexis-Nexis correctly 
afterwards. Thus the class focuses on teaching students actual research 
strategies to search L-N efficiently. 

If change in focus of the class is the first reason you have 
to retake it, the second is more practical. Last year, the class used DOS- 
based commands to search Lexis. This year, the focus is on the Windows 
version of the software and so far, students seem to find it much easier to 
use than the earlier version. See you in class!! 

Question: Why do at least two people have to be in the library's study 
rooms, especially when sometimes, no one is using them. Occasionally, 
I would find it handy to have a room by myself to get a project done. 
Just curious-Julie. 

Reply: The Group Study Rooms exist for people who are working on a 
team project and need to discuss their project. Thus, they are designed for 
meetings and not long-term research. 

It is true that they are not always in use, but they are used often 
enough that if the library opened them up to individuals, it would then start 
receiving complaints that some folks got them whilst others did not. 

Fortunately, this year the library seems to be quieter than ever 
before and it would seem that most students don't seem to mind working 
in the general public area. 
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University Workers Will 
Fight Privatization

The Canadian Union of Public Employees have mounted a 
campaign to fight against the privatization of post-secondary educa- 
tion. 

"Few employees are working harder for less money and watch- 
ing while the services students receive continues to decline," com- 
mented Rick Graham. Chairperson of CUPE's Ontario University 
Workers Co-ordinating Committee. He added, "At the same time 
we're watching tuition rise to the point where we can't imagine how 
anyone, especially our own children, can afford a university educa- 
tion." 

"Throughout our conference, university workers told stories of 
service cuts, overdue wages, students turning to food banks and 
university administrators unwilling to take on the provincial govern- 
ment," says Graham. This is because the Harris government has 
deregulated tuition fees for many post-secondary programs. 

Due to declining government funding and increased depend- 
ence on tuition, jobs and services have been cut. "University funding 
cuts and tuition deregulation are encouraging privatization," says 
Brian O'Keefe, Secretary -treasurer of CUPE Ontario. "Our university 
activists will be meeting this fall to plan campus-based and province- 
wide actions to try to reverse this trend." 

CUPE represents 1 80,(XX) workers across Ontario, many of 
whom work for school boards, universities, hospitals, municipalities, 
and social service agencies.

Maria Bull, has been there for the 
entire fifteen years. She's pretty much 
family. 

The inspiration for the Cafe 
came when Theresa entered an inter- 
national gourmet cooking contest and 
won first place. Figuring that if her 
cooking was good enough for the 
world's most elite gourmets, it was 
good enough for Sudburians, the 
Cusinato family opened Vesta Pasta. 
The name comes from Vesta, Roman 
goddess of the hearth, whose vestal 
virgins were very powerful people in 
a time when women weren't treated 
as fairly as they are now.

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FOOLING AROUND WITH 
YOUR SENSES

The question of reality has 
fascinated philosophers, psycologists, 
scientists, writers and othertruth seek- 
ers for all time. This feature is not 
meant to answer age old questions of 
reality, it is meant simply to entertain 
you. 

Most people use their senses 
to tell them what is real, answering 
the questions, can I see, smell, taste, 
hear, or feel the experience? We may 
ask others if they experienced the 
same sensations to conform our sense 
of reality. We use our senses to help 
create a sense of reality. 

While your perception (the 
result of a psychological processes in 
which meaning, context, judgement, 
past experience, and memory are in- 
voked) can be manipulated such that 
what seems accurate you can still be 
tricked into not experiencing reality 
accurately. The word illusion comes 
from a Latin root meaning "mock- 
ery". 

Aristotle's Illusion, which 
is named after his discovery, found 
that if you cross your fingers to create 
a small V (most people cross the 
index and middle finger) and place a 
small object like a pen in between the 
fingers you will feel two pens. It 
helps to close your eyes. The reason 
this works is because of tactual lo- 
calization, interpreting truth through 



touch. 

Muscle-coordination can 
also be used to play tricks on your- 
self, the old pat your head while 
rubbing your stomach. Instead try 
sitting down and moving your foot in 
a circle on the floor while writing 
your name on apiece of paper. Don ' t 
stop moving your foot. Does that 
scribble look like your normal signa- 
ture? If you get bored later you can 
practise this one! 

Sounds of the sea in a sea 
shell is commonly used to illustrate 
to children the sound of crashing 
waves due to resonance (enhanced) 
sound. Try this one, (you may not 
want witnesses) repeat the word 'rest' 
rapidly out loud. You will find your- 
self suddenly saying dress or tress, 
This is because you are unconsciously 
reorganizing certain speech sounds 
to produce different words. 

Because the receptors in 
your nose respond to kinds of mol- 
ecules that your taste buds are inca- 
pable of responding to you can fool 
your taste buds by removing your 
noses sensors. Next time you order 
something new to eat or drink, plug 
your nose (you can just pinch with 
your fingers, don't insert anything) 
you will not be able to taste what is in 
your mouth until you smell it.

Answers to Math and Logic Quiz 

1.2 2/3 miles. The trains are exactly 4 miles apart. Their combined speed is 1 5 miles/hour, so it will take them 1 6 

minutes to collide. The first train will have travelled 1 1/3 miles, so 1/3 mile of it will be out of the tunnel in front, 

and 2/3 mile of it will be out in the back on collision. The other mile of it will be in the tunnel. The second train 

will have travelled 2 2/3 miles, so only 1/3 will be in the tunnel. The second train will have travelled 2 2/3 miles, 

so only 1/3 mile of it will still be in the tunnel, so 1 2/3 miles of it will be out of the tunnel.

Barenaked Ladies - 
Stunt 

The long awaited fifth album 
by those Canadian kings of the alter- 
native has finally arrived. Stunt hit 
store shelves the beginning of Sep- 
tember and has been burning up the 
Canadian and American charts ever 
since. The album is good and I am 
glad that they have finally achieved 
the success in the States that they 
deserve, but they seem to have 
changed their style to do so. 

The first track (and single)

It's about time the CSA woke 
up and decided to get some interna- 
tional flavour. 

In Canada, the CSA has 
named the new national coach to guide 
the Canadian team to the 2002 World 
Cup. The Canadian Soccer associa- 
tion has named German Holger 
Osieck as the Canadian national 
men's soccer coach. Osieck has also 
taken the position of technical direc- 
tor in order to help all Canadian na- 
tional coaches in the youth develop- 
ment program. Osieck, who is fifty 
years of age, was Franz 
Beckenbauer's assistant when Ger- 
many won the 1990 World Cup in 
Italy. 

Osieck is not new to Canadian 
soccer. He once played for the Van- 
couver Whitecaps in 1977 for the 
now defunct NASI. I believe this is a 
step in the right direction for Cana- 



dian soccer. Personally, it is out- 
standing for me, being at the coach- 
ing level in the provincial program. I 
now have better guidance towards 
developing young soccer players. I 
applaud the CSA forajob well done. 

In Wales, a special meeting 
of the League of Wales clubs has 
been called by the directors, who are 
recommending the expulsion of 
InterToto Cup (international tourna- 
ment) representatives Ebbw Vale.

What The Jays Must Do To Win Next Season

For the Toronto Blue Jays 
players, coaches and management 
thisoff season willbealong one. For 
the first time in four years the team 
enjoyed a winning record, and is 
actually looking forward to next 
season. In 1999 the team will gearup 
for a run at the American League 
title. Although approaching the suc- 
cess of the 1998 New York Yankees 
is not to be expected, the Jays are just 
a few players away from putting to- 
gether a team that would be capable 
of duplicating the successes of the 
Toronto teams of the early nineties. 

All of which leads to the ob- 
vious question: What are some of the 
possible moves that the front office 
will do, and how will they affect the 
chemistry of the Blue Jays'? I have 
been an avid baseball fan for years, 
and I will be eagerly awaiting the 
announcements of the trades and 



signings that occur in the off-season. 
Until then I can only speculate. 

Ironically, it may even be 
former Jay Roberto Alomar that helps 
them to achieve their goals next sea- 
son. Alomar,whoisafreeagent,has 
expressed interest in returning to 
Toronto, despite the fact that he is 
booed at every appearance at 
Skydome. Other free agents, such as 
Mo Vaughn of Boston have also given 
indications that they are interested in 
joining the Jays. 

The Blue Jays are actually 
pretty lucky this year, in that Jose 
Canseco and Tony Fernandez are the 
only every day players eligible for 
free agency. Roger Clemens had the 
option to request a trade, but now that 
he is happy, (Cy Young awards tend 
to make pitchers pretty happy), he 
will most likely waive that right, and 
remain with Toronto. 

I feel that the team should 
prioritize their needs in the following 
way. First they should re-sign Jose 
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Canseco. I don't care if his average 
was below .240, he is the power threat 
(46 HR's) that the Jays need. The 
younger players look up to him and 
he responded by having a career year 
at the plate. I would sign him to an 
incentive-based contract in the two to 
three year range. Next is Fernandez, 
who I would sign to another one year 
deal, hoping that he would accept the 
platoon role with Tom Evans. Evans, 
who is a highly talented prospect, is 
the Jays' third baseman of the future. 
It will be Fernandez's job to ease him 
into to role slowly. 

Next, the Jays need to sign a 
good defensive second baseman, one 
who can also swing a bat. Roberto 
Alomar may not be the fans' first 
choice, but then again they also hated 
Jose Canseco before he began hitting 
dingers for Toronto. I think a few 
spectacular defensive plays by 
Roberto would erase the damage 
caused by his abrupt departure from 
Toronto three years ago. Just a 
thought Roberto, an apology to the 
fans wouldn't be a bad idea either. 

The Jays should sign a legiti- 
mate closer to anchor the solid 
bullpen. Although Robert Person 
made six out of eight save opportuni- 
ties, I find it hard to believe that a guy 
who failed as both a starter and a 
middle reliever is the closer of the 
future. Especially considering the 
Jay s are hoping for another shot at the 
World Series. 

Another area of concern is 
centrefield. There have been a lot of 
people questioning whether or not 
Jose Cruz Jr. has the right attitude to 
make it as an everyday player at the 
Major League level. I feel that it is 
too early to tell, and if the Jays jump 
the gun and trade him they will regret 
it. I say sign a free agent like Mo 
Vaughn; move Canseco to the out- 
field and place Cruz in the minors. 
He is only twenty-three years old and 
has plenty of time to develop. 

The Jays are also hoping Pat 
Hentgen can rebound from an incon- 



sistent and injury plagued season. If 
not, then rookie sensation Roy 
Halladay may challenge for a starting 
role. Either way, all of the starters 
other than Clemens, must perform in 
spring training or Halladay will earn 
a spot. He may be the best young arm 
in the organization; and if the com- 
plete game, one-hitter he threw on 
the last day of the season is any indi- 
cation of his talent, then I look for 
him to be an impact player in the very 
near future. 

Toronto should also make a 
few changes to the bench players. I 
do believe that Craig Grebeck is best 
suited for a back up role and his 
presence on the bench is an important 
one. Juan Samuel has expressed his 
desire to play elsewhere, which opens 
up room for Tom Evans on the roster. 
Kevin Brown and Mark Delesandro 
are average at the best of times, and 
Philipe Crespo was a non factor when 
he played himself out of the back-up 
role. I look for the Jays to sign some 
players to minor league contracts, 
and watch to see the various free 
agents and minor leaguers battle it 
out in spring training. When it comes 
to making the cut, it is survival of the 
fittest... let the best man win! 

If the Jays were to sign Mo 
Vaughn and Jose Canseco they would 
be one of the best offensive teams in 
the majors. However, they would 
also be overloaded at first base which 
would require Jose Canseco to move 
to the outfield and place Mo Vaughn 
in the role of DH. The Jays would 
have a lot less flexibility but they 
would be virtually unstoppable on 
offense. Jose Canseco could commit 
five errors a game in the outfield and 
the Jays would probably still win. If 
you followed the Jays this season you 
know how much of an adventure play- 
ing left field was for Canseco; how- 
ever, it may surprise you to know that 
he also played his best baseball of the 
year during the stint in which he was 
the everyday leftfielder. He stole 
more bases and hit for better average

Peo- 
ple have had to get their ankles taped", 
said Bowerman. 

The other members of the 
Men's Cross-Country Vees that had 
top ten finishes include John 
Thompson, who finished fifth, Rhys 
Lucas, who finished sixth and Chris 



Hall, who finished eighth. The Vees 
are ranked ninth by the CIAU as a 
squad. 

In the women's event, the top 
finisher from LU was Lynn Perron. 
She had an overall finish of second 
place for the event. "I have a cold, so 
I was pretty happy with my perform- 
ance in spite of this. It was afast race, 
because it was shorter than usual. It 
was also nice to run the trails. That's 
what cross-country isreally all about", 
Perron said. 

The top five female Vees in- 
clude Karin Trimble, who finished 
sixth, Jen Bums, who finished sev- 
enth, Jen Scott, who finished ninth, 
and Erin Kennedy, who came in tenth.
